Union leaders representing less than one-tenth of railroad employes 
reject recommendations of President's Emergency board—trefuse to 
negotiate except on their own terms—threaten to paralyze nation by strike! 


THE LEADERS of three railroad unions, rep- 
resenting less than one-tenth of all railroad 
employees, have called a railroad strike that 
would paralyze the nation. 

These leaders refuse to accept a 15% cents 
an hour wage increase retroactive to Novem- 
ber 1, 1947. This increase was recommended 
by an impartial Emergency Board appointed 
by President Truman. 

This increase of 154% cents already has been 
accepted by the 19 other railroad unions. But 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, and the Switchmen’s Union of 
North America won't accept what more than 
90% of all railroad employes have accepted. 
They have called a strike to get more! 


Unions refuse rules discussion 


Certain rules changes demanded by these 
union leaders—which would increase wages 
still further — were recommended by the 
Board. But the union leaders want more— 
they demand that the railroads put into effect 
ALL the changes they asked for, including 
those the Board felt should be denied. 

On top of this, they insist that certain rules 
changes proposed by the railroads be with- 
drawn—in spite of the fact that the Board 
recommended them! These union leaders 
have refused to negotiate except upon these 
arbitrary terms. 


Greater wage increase not justified 


Engineers and firemen are among the high- 
est paid of all employes in America, as figures 
in the box show. This strike threat doesn’t 
justify giving a greater increase than other 
railroad workers received, , 
Emergency Boards are a means provided 
by the Railway Labor Act in the public inter= 
est to avoid strikes. The Presi ent’s Boards 


after hearing evidence for 33 days, made 
recommendations based on all the facts in 
the case. The railroads have accepted these 
recommendations. 


Who’s to blame? 


Although they deplored so large an extra cost 
burden, the railroads accepted the report of 
the Board because they felt it was in the pub- 
lic interest to uphold the spirit and intent of 
the Railway Labor Act.

The 
homes will be only for veterans of 
all wars and their dependents. 

There will be three articles in the 
warrant for the special town meet- 
ing called for Tuesday, May 18, in 
the Memorial auditorium at 7:30. 

The first article will be to see if 
the town will accept the Housing 
Authority and appropriate the sum 
of $500 for incidental expenses. 

The second article will be to see 
if the town will appropriate $280 
for rental of rooms for the D. A. V. 
for a seven month period, June 1 to 
December 31. 

The third article is to transact 
any other business that may legally 
come before the meeting. 

Expressions of approval of the 


project have been made by officials | 


of local veteran organizations. 
Attorney Vincent Stulgis, com- 
mander of Andover Post 8, Ameri- 
can Legion, said that if the state 
was going to underwrite 200 million 
dollars worth of bonds for veterans’

Zionists, Arabs, Russians? Who 
would command it? Those few | 
questions demanded specific an- 
swers—and never got them. The) 
vague suggestion ignored the pos- 
sible invasion of Palestine by arm- 
ies of neighboring Arab states. 


Middle East Oil 


What happened to the suggestion 
for the special constabulary? Per- 
haps the United States Department 
of State was embarrassed at Ameri- 
can generosity in the United Na- 
tions, for the State Department was 
certainly aware of practical consid- 
erations. Russia would like a foot- 
hold in the Middle East. Russian 
troops in Palestine would be close 
to Turkey and the opportunity to 
put more presure on that country. 
Furthermore, the United States has 
oil interests in the Middle Bast to 
the tune of an anticipated 2,000,000 
barrels a day by 1952. And as 
presently estimated the Middle 
Bast has 60% of the world’s oil 
reserves. The Arabs also under- 
stood that. Work stoppage occurred, 
pipelines were interfered with, and 
some Arabian governments delayed 
operation permits to Americans. 
Not an announced policy, of course, 
put indicative of Arab pressure to 
have partition plans removed. 


What the United Nations, and the 
United States, did was to gamble 
on assumptions: that the Arabs 
would not use force to resist par- 
tition; that the Russians wouldn’t 
want to participate if military oc- 
cupation proved necessary; that 
the United Nations wouldn’t have 
to back down, or enforce its solu- 
tion with an army, or leave the 
Jews and Arabs to fight it out; that 
a Jewish state could be established 
without destruction. 


Partition Abandoned 


Defiant Arab opposition to parti- 
tion brought inevitable realization 
of the situation to the United 
States. On February 24, 1948 its 
delegate to the United Nations 
straddled the issue of enforcing 
partition. On March 19 the United 
States suddenly abandoned support 
of partition and suggested trustee- 
ship under which further efforts 
would be made to reach a Jewish- 
Arab compromise. President Tru- 
man, in qualifying United States 
abandonment of partition, stated 
in effect that the action was de- 
signed to avert ‘consequences of 
the gravest sort involving the peace 
of this nation and the world.” Some- 
what belated reflection on a very 
probable consequence. He further 
declined to impose partition on the 
people of Palestine by the use of 
American troops. Presumably in 
November 1947 the United States 
could not foresee the possibility of 
the need for troops, or else hoped 
that some one else would perform 
that unpleasant task. But in March 
1948 even some one else wasn’t 
wanted. Secretary of State Mar- 
shall no doubt realized the danger 
of an international army, and the 
difficulty of removing troops once 
the emergency might end. 

Reaction to America’s reversal 
was instantaneous. The Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, representing 
the Jews inside the country and in 
their dealings with the rest of the 
world, stood its - ground on the 
promise of a State, and said em- 
phatically that it meant to govern 
and defend it. The Arabs were 
thoroughly in favor of delay and 
announced their readiness to use 
force if the Jews tried to set up 
their own State. Great Britian de- 
clined all further sole responsibili- 
ty, refused the buck-passing honor 
of acting as trustee, and indicated

Success for the Jews? 


In the meantime, what can p¢ 
expected? In effect, the Jews haye 
already partitioned their area, but 
the present fighting indicates op. 
position by Arabs, who stated that 
truce was out of the question until 
the Jews renounced their intention 
of setting up a seperate state. 

The official Arab leader, the 
Grand Mufti, favors making the 
Arab cause in Palestine a “holy 
war” against the Jews. But the 
Mufti is losing power as leader of 
the Arab League, a vague union 
of the seven Arab states of Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt. Trans-Jordan, Iraq, 
Syria, Lebanon, and Yemen. The 
rulers of those states are suspicious 
of him and of each other. King 
Abdullah of Trans-Jordan is an un- 
certain factor. His Arab Legion of 
some 15,000 trained men is the only 
real Arab striking force, and the 
Arab rulers know this. His ambi- 
tions make him suspect to them, 
for he wants to establish what he 
calls a Greater Syria to include 
Syria. Lebanon, Iraq, Arab Pales- 
tine and Trans-Jordan. The Jews 
may find Abdullah’s ambitions a 
foil for their own plans. At least, 
that could well be a hope. It is 
more than probable that the Arab 
leaders recognize their own mili- 
tary weakness. Their troops are 
irregulars; furthermore, a war 
which draws troops from home 
could well occasion political re- 
volts internally. The Arab rulers 
are thus in danger of falling be 
tween expansionist ambitions and 
domestic disturbances. All is far 
from plain sailing, for both sides 
find war costly in dollars and eco- 
nomic dislocation. 

The future is uncertain, but in- 
dications suggest probabilities, Po- 
litical division will be determined 
by existing boundries when the 
fighting stops. The withdrawal of 
the British may show what war 
really means—a taste may be suf- 
ficient. Costs of war may well deter 
lengthy conflict. Both sides may 
have talked themselves more deep- 
ly into a fight than they had an 
ticipathed. Both sides want the tdge 
when bargaining time comes 
around. Actually, fighting may 


prove more successful than diplo- 
macy in bringing about 4 solution.

HISTORICAL COMMENT 


After the National Party con- 
ventions, which we discussed in 
previous columns, are over, the 
state and local party organiza- 
tions are empowered to nominate 
candidates for seats in the -elec- 
toral college. Since there is little 
importance to these positions 
and since they carry no compen- 
sation except for three dollars for 
each day of attendance and one 
dollar for every five miles of 
travel from their residence to 
the place of meeting, there is not 
much competition in the selec- 
tion. 


In Massachusetts the names of 
the candidates for presidential 
electors are not printed on the 
ballot, but the surnames of the 
candidates of each party for 
President and Vice President are 
printed under the designation 
“electors of President and Vice 
President’ in one line with the 
political designation of the party 
following on the same line. At 
the right of each political desig- 
nation there is a square in which 
each voter may designate, by .a 
cross his choice for electors. 


It is interesting to note that 
here the voting is just as directly 
for the candidates as if there: were 
no intermediate electors, but the 
results are not necessarily the 
same as they would be:if there 
were no presidential electors and 
a mere plurality of: popular votes 
could elect,

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Plan To Increase 
Power Capacity 


A recent survey among New 
England’s electric light and power 
companies disclose a vast new con- 
struction program which will add 


834,000 kilowatts of new electric 
generating capacity, according to 
William Casey, manager of the 
Lawrence Gas and Electric com- 
pany. 

New England Blectric system 
companies will account for a large 
portion of the new construction 
program by adding 250,000 kilo- 
watts of electric generating capa- 
city in the next four years. 

The largest single addition in the 
six states will be in Salem, Mass- 
achusetts, where a New England 
Electric System company is build- 
ing a new 140,000 kilowatt steam 
electric plant. New England Elec- 
tric System companies also will be 
crease generating facilities at 
Providence, Rhode Island, where 
Narragansett Blectric Company is 
adding a 60,000 kilowatt generating 
unit; at Worcester, Massachusetts, 
where Worcester County Blectric 
Company is adding a 30,000 kilo- 
watt unit and at Wilder, Vermont, 
where the redevelopment of the 
existing hydro plant will add 30,000 
kilowatts. 

The new building program on 
which the electric companies are 
already well embarked and which 
is scheduled for completion some- 
time in 1952, will bring New Eng- 
land’s resources up to a total of 
four million kilowatts, to keep the 
available supply in our six-state 
neighborhood well ahead of the 
electrical requirements of domestic, 
commercial and industrial users. 

Mr. Casey brought out the fact 
that interconnecting transmission 
lines will give mobility to a large 
part of this immense output of 
electric energy, thus greatly multi- 
plying its effectiveness and making 
it available as insurance against 
any local interruption of power for 
any reason.
